ciliatory council. 
It is understood 
the 
protocol 
provides th a t the countries to be 
represented on th e council m u st be 
agreed upon by Bolivia and P a r a ­ 
guay. It would then be up to each 
of th e countries on the council to 
•elect its own representatives. 
W h a t countries are

for th e council was not disclosed 
b u t Senor F e rra ra declared

Riverside, Cal., Dec. 31—(/p)— 
Mrs. Sarah Louisa Northcott today 
pleaded guilty to the m urder of 
W alter Collins, one of four boys 
alleged to have been tortured and 
slain on the

ranch near here, and was sentenc­ 
ed to life im prisonm ent by Judge 
O. K. Morton in superior court. 
The woman, whose son. Gordon 
Stewart Northcott, also is charged 
with the murders, 
assumed

sponsibility for all the killings and 
attem pted to clear her son of any 
responsibility. 
She 
shifted 
the 
blame from her son to her hus­ 
band, Cyrus Northcott, 
and 
her 
grandson, 
Sanford Clark, 
young 
N orthcott’* chief accuser. 
The sentencing of Mrs. Northcott 
partly untangles the web which en­ 
snared the women and her son fol­ 
lowing exposure of the four mur­ 
ders by Sanford Clark, who told 
Los Angeles officers last September 
th a t young N orthcott, accused o! 
the m urder of Lewis and Nelsor 
Winslow and an unidentified Mexi­ 
can youth, will go to trial W ednes­ 
day here for the alleged slayings, 
according to present court sched­ 
ules. 
Struck Fatal Blew. 
After entry of h er plea, Mrs. 
Northcott waived the 
five 
days 
granted by California law for sen­ 
tencing, and the court called three 
other witnesses to determ ine the 
degree of guilt. 
Mrs. Northcott told of striking 
the blow 
which killed 
the 
boy 
named as W alter 
Collins as he lay 
in bed in a brooder house on the 
ranch. She said he had been struck 
previously but that no one else was 
present when she took an axe abd 
killed h'm.

Clark then told the court that 
Mrs. Northcott and his uncle forc­ 
ed him to strike the Collins boy 
first, and th a t

Find Comfort for 
Fat People in Heat

G reater com fort of living in heat, 
possibly even to r fat 
men, 
was 
forecast today before the A m eri­ 
can Association for the Advance­ 
m ent of Science. 
Discoveries which 
prom ise 
to 
aid in acclim ating w hite races to 
tropic heat w ere outlined by Dr. 
L. V. H eilbrunn, of Woods Hole, 
M assachusetts. 
He 
said 
experi­ 
ments indicated that fat probably 
was the determ ining factor in a d ­ 
justm ent 
of 
human 
beings 
to 
tropical tem peratures. 
To laymen a significant fact was 
th at the nature of the fat, rather 
than am ount, determ ines the ease 
of standing heat. 
Experim enting with anim als to 
discover why some stand tropic 
heat com fortably, 
while 
others 
are killed by relatively cool w eath­ 
er, Dr. H eilbrunn said the differ­ 
ences are found in 
the 
m elting 
point of fat In the two extremes. 
Those which thrive in heat possess 
fat which does not melt until tem ­ 
peratures are high, while crea­ 
tures of tem perate zones alm ost 
literally justify the well known 
sum m ertim e 
exclamation 
about 
m elting on a hot day. 
Next, the Woods Hole experi­ 
m enters set about finding w hether 
beings with tem perate zone fats 
could develop those of the tropics. 
They found th a t living In w arm er 
clim ates produced the fats more 
adaptable to heat.

conditions in Delta county is in­ 
dicated in the annual report 
of 
Joseph E. Turner, county agricul­ 
tural agent. 
Dairying continues to be 
one 
of the most im portant projects in 
extension work, the report says.* 
Twelve farmers are members of 
the Delta-Menominee Cow 
Test­ 
ing association, and increase 
In 
interest in the 
improvement 
of 
stock is noted in th at six farmers 
purchased pure bred 
sires 
and 
three farmers acquired pure bred 
female cows. 
Robert Horwood, 
U. P. dairy specialist, and James 
Hays, secretary of the Michigan 
Holstein - Friesian 
association, 
held a series of meetings 
with 
county farm ers during the 
year 
at which dairying problems were 
discussed. 
Danforth Holstein Ass’n. 
The 
Danforth 
Holstein-Frie- 
sian association, composed of Es­ 
canaba business men and 
Dan­ 
forth farmers, wound up its five- 
year program last fall, and 
the 
cattle disposed of a public auc­ 
tion. While financially, it was not 
a success, the 
improvement 
in 
dairy stock brought 
about 
by 
this association will more 
than

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SHIRAS OPPOSES 
DEER PROPOSAL 


Buck Law Should Be Re­ 
tained, Declares Mar­ 
quette Man 


Opposition to the 
proposal to 
close the deer season for two years 
and then to reopen it to permit the 
killing of any one deer an alter­ 
nate years, is voiced by George 
Shiras of Marquette, one of the 
leading authorities on deer in the 
country. 
"W hile a closed season to be fol­ 
lowed later by alternate open sea­ 
sons would undoubtedly increase 
the num ber of bucks probably be­ 
yond requirements. I am not so 
retrain that move is yet needed, 
especially in view of the fact that 
there promises to be an indefinite 
closed season on ruffed grouse, late­ 
ly threatened with extinction by an 
epidemic and that the deer now 
afford about the only hunting of 
Importance open to the sportsm en 
of the state.” Mr. Shiras says. 
“It is however, against the pro­ 
posed scrapping of the buck law 
that I feel I must enter earnest 
protest, for it is under this wise 
provision that the deer have been 
greatly increased in states where 
they were gradually being exter­ 
minated. 
A number of years ago 
two experts in the Biological Sur­ 
vey a t Washington, who. at my 
request entered on an independent 
study of this subject, estim ated 
after a study of all the evidence, 
th a t 24 does and their successive 
offsprings in a period of IO years 
would produce 1.500 
bucks 
and 
1.500 does. 
This means that when 
one kills a buck he lessens the 
num ber of deer the num ber the fol­ 
lowing year by one, while if he 
destroys a doe he ends the prospec­ 
tive birth of 66 does and 66 bucks 
in th e next IO years. 
"On December 17, 1512, I made 
an appeal for the passage of a 
buck law a t the ensuing session of 
the state legislature. 
Through the 
active co-operation of the leading 
sportsm en's clubs of the state such 
a law was enacted and it has re­ 
m ained on the statute books ever 
ainee. 
After a lapse of 16 years 
and after I had supposed th a t the 
benefits of the buck law had been 
clearly established I now feel call­ 
ed upon to protest against the pro­ 
posal to repeal it during such sea­ 
sons as deer may be hunted. From 
my previous appeal I quote the fol­ 
lowing. which it seems to me is 
as valid today as it was when 
w ritten 16 years ago: 


Only Bucks Should Be Killed. 
"•Michigan should protect does 
and fawns and not to do so will 
prove a short-sighted policy, espe­ 
cially in a state which, at one time, 
had no equal in the abundance 
or wide distribution of this variety 
if deer. 
" 'The opponents of the ‘buck 
law-’ 
(already enacted in twenty 
slate I, can be classed under one 
of two heads, either those who are 
improvidently selfish, or those who 
are honestly ignorant of the situa­ 
tio n 
This, because the results of 
the new law. in states trying it the 
past few years, have been so satis­ 
factory that those formerly oppos­ 
ed lo its introduction are now its 
best friends. 
In some of the states 
and Canadian provinces deer and 
moose have increased SOO per cent 
since females were protected, while 
the annual kill exceeds the past. 
‘“ In 1880 the deer of the upper 
peninsula reached their maximum 
in numbers. 
But the opening up 
and settlement of the country by 
railroads and the consequent string­ 
ing of wire fences along the rights 
of way, thereby putting an cud to 
the 
migration 
south 
each 
fall, 
w here the animals went to escape 
the deep snows, followed by the 
cutting 
down 
of 
the 
hemlock 
ridges and cedar sw am ps—«o es­ 
sential for shelter and concealment 
during the winter months- have re­ 
sulted in very unfavorable condi­ 
tions in the fight for survival. And 
now that there are ten hunters in 
the northern woods to where there 
was one when the deer were in 
th e ir greatest numbers, with the 
tim ber wolves finding the yarded 
anim als the easiest of victims, it 
is easy to see how the new perils 
m ust be met by new laws. 
“ ‘Fortunately the abundance of 
th e white-tail is more easily main­ 
tained. under proper regulations, 
th an any other member of the deer 
family. 
Largely nocturnal when 
feeding, reporting to dense thick­ 
ets and swamps when pursued, pos­ 
sessing a wonderful 
resourceful­ 
ness that is much aided by an 
acute 
sense 
of hearing and of 
smell, this animal, by reasou th ere­ 
of, is to be found in nearly every 
state In the I'nion, and if common 
sense methods prevail in protect­ 
ing tile breeding stock, th e white- 
tail will thrive in most sections of 
our country. 
The fact that the 
female usually bears 
two 
fawns 
after the second year m akes this 
species twice a* easy to maintain 
as in the case of elk and caribou, 
which only have one young at a 
birth. 
Yet this 
very 
fecundity, 
which makes the 
white-tail 
doe 
twice as valuable as a breeder is 
largely overcome by its rnericiess 
slaughter, 
lf our domestic cow 
bore two calves 
annually, 
beef 
would be much cheaper. 
That we 


year and yet the productiveness of 
the species be nowise seriously im ­ 
periled. 
Human Life Protected by Buck Law 
" "The protection of does has al­ 
ready proved the most effective 
means of lessening the annual kill­ 
ing and maiming of hundreds of 
sportsmen. 
‘‘ ‘The great increase in the num ­ 
ber seeking the woods, many of 
them inexperienced, together with 
the use of high power rifles and 
with the hunters concentrated by 


I reason of a short season and the 
! lessened areas in which they have 
I to hunt, constitute causes largely 
beyond 
legislative 
control. 
As 
’ most of these iccidents are directly 
j caused by mistaking a man for a 
1 deer, everything that will more 


I readily establish the character of 
’ the latter lessens the danger. Most 
hunters are in a continual dread 
of being killed, and this besides 
hampering their movements g reat­ 
ly lessens the enjoyment of the 
sport, while the members of their 
families are equal victims of this 
fear. 
" ‘Those 
who 
bitterly 
contend 
that they may lose a buck by not 
shooting when the animal's sex is 
not 
clearly 
established, 
belong 
largely to the class who are afraid 
they may lose a deer simply be­ 
cause a m an’s identity is not clear­ 
ly established when they tire. 
To 
those who return each fall with a 
doe let it be said that if most of 
them hunted with a little more 
care or at a more appropriate sea 
son. they could have killed bucks. 
“ ‘Proper regard for the safety of 
one’s fellowman, and the perpetu­ 
ation of a beautiful 
and 
useful 
game animal, demand the immedi­ 
ate passage of a law prohibiting 
the killing of does.’ 


Why Change the Buck Law? 
"The only reason now advanced 
for the shooting of does in the fu­ 
ture ie that large bucks have been 
killed in such numbers as to th reat­ 
en the normal productiveness of 
the herd. 
Michigan, it 
may 
he 
pointed out. has one of the latest 
deer seasons in the United States, 
and it must be bom in mind that 
among the thousands of hucks kill­ 
ed during a season a large m ajor­ 
ity have made their full contribu­ 
tion to the permanency of the herd, 
through the breeding they have 
done. 
"It has been calculated by ex­ 
perts that one buck to every five 
does is more than sufficient. 
Here 
the question may be asked: Have 
the bucks been reduced below this 
proportion? 
To answer this ques­ 
tion calls for a very careful inves­ 
tigation. which can be made in the 
winter by visiting deer yards or 
other places where the bucks are 
lakely to he found, or by investi­ 
gating the number of does and 
fawns in the spring to determine 
whether there is any increase in 
barren does, excluding of course, 
yearling does and with a fractional 
allowance for those beyond the 
breeding period. 
"During my many years in the 
Michigan forests at a time when 
there were hundreds of thousands 
of deer. as instanced by the fact 
that sn,OOO were killed in ISSI. I 
usually saw five does and fawns 


to one buck, although the actual 
proportion in my 
judgment 
was 
about six or seven bucks to every 
five does. 
In the summer months 
when the antlers are in the velvet 
the bucks move very little and for 
the most part hide in the swamps, 
feeding at night. 
The does, on the 
other hand, produce their fawns in 
thickets and more open country 
where they are readily seen and 
where, before the buck law, they 
were much more easily killed than 
the males. 
"I have long been of the opinion 
that the illegal kill during any one 
year more than equals the legal 
kill. 
Far the greater part of this 
illegal kill is made during l l Vi 
months of the long closed season, 
and as the greater part of it is of 
does it follows that the 
benefits 
that have accrued from the buck 
law' have 
been much less than 
would have been the case if all 
the provisions of the law were en­ 
forced the whole year round. 
‘If this is the case, the perpetu­ 
ation of the herd must be regarded 
as a m atter of more adequate en­ 
forcement 
of the law, a m atter 


which m ay well be given more a t­ 
tention than it now receives. 
In 
my opinion, and I believe th e con­ 
sensus of the experts would be 
found to sustain it. whatever other 
m easures are taken to increase pro­ 
tection, th e buck law should be re­ 
tained. 
For if it is replaced by a 
one-deer law experience goes far 
to show by the enaction of other 
restrictive m easures will not be 
obtained, because of diminution of 
the num ber of does in the herd, 
due to the fact that in any one sea­ 
son of 
Indiscriminate 
killing of 
bucks and does the number of does 
killed is certain to be largely in 
excess of the number of bucks.”

The city of Escanaba and Delta 
county have saved

be­ 
cause of the mild weather prevail­ 
ing in November 
and 
December 
when the expenditures for snow 
removal and blowing are compared 
with those of a sim ilar period in 
1927, according to figures compiled 
by City Manager T. F. K essler and 
County Highway Engineer R. P. 
Mason. 
Yesterday’s 
one-inch 
snowfall 
was the heaviest thus far this win 
ter, and it has been unnecessary 
for both the city and county de­ 
partments to do any plowing. Dur­ 
ing November and December of 
1927, however, the county spent 
$3,700 in keeping the state trunk 
lines and county roads open for 
traffic and the city expended $4, 
404.50 in plowing Its streets and 
removal of snow from Ludington 
street. 
On December 31. 1927, the ac 
cumulated snowfall was 33.3 inches 
according to the U. S. weather bu 
reau’s records, while the snowfall 
during November and last month 
totaled only 3.3 inches. 
The early winter of 1927 was one 
of the most severe on record here 
from the standpoint of snow. 
On 
November 8 about a half inch of 
snow fell. 
Two inches and a half 
fell on the 14th and 15th, another 
half inch on the 17th, and on the 
20th a typical 
blizzard 
brought 
four inches. 
The most serious traffic tieups 
of the winter was in December, 
however, when the total snowfall 
amounted to 27.4 Inches. 
From 
December I to 4, a total of 7% 
inches of snow was recorded. This 
was followed by a heavy storm on 
the sixth and seventh, bringing an 
additional 
12% inches.

15th of the month, another storm 
visited the county, the total snow­ 
fall for the day being five and a 
ha’f inches.

It is not that some of the 
schedules should be revised on a 
basis of too much protection or 
too little, but th at the financial 
community in New York 
wants 
the status quo maintained.

To upset a tariff schedule might 
upset the financial condition of 
companies 
which 
are 
earning 
large sums. 
This in any event Is 
the argument from those who be­ 
lieve in a status quo. 
From 
the 
other side comes the cry th a t the 
ultimate consumer

But whatever the 
argument, 
the fact remains that talk of

revision of the tariff Is not ac­ 
cepted as a healthy sign by the 
business elements.

SMOKERS CAUSE 
MOST GF FIRES 


Railroads Second Worst 
Offenders, State 
Report Says 


Lansing, Dec. 31— The sm oker 
is condemned again. 
F igures just 
arrived at by the forest fire pro­ 
tection division of the conserva­ 
tion departm ent, reveal th a t the 
user of tobacco was 
blam ed 
for 
causing 506 fires during th e past 
year. 
At least 
Michigan’s 
fire 
fighters were called out to handle 
that many blazes and th e ir inves­ 
tigation convinced them th a t some 
careless sm oker had been respon­ 
sible originally. 
R ailroads were the w orst of­ 
fenders outside 
of 
the smokers. 
They caused 258 blazes. 
Brush 
burning was third in line with 189 
fires laid up against this practice. 
So fa r as the dollar 
and 
cents 
dam age was concerned, however, 
Hie sm oker stood head and shoul­ 
ders above all others. 
The 506 
blazes cost an estim ated total of 
$34,319.76. 
The blazes o rig in at­ 
ing from sources attrib u ted to the 
railroads, cost but a fraction of 
this, the total being $3.988.«46. 
The classification of forest fire 
causes and the num ber of blazes 
in each division follows: Smokers, 
506; railroads, 258; brush b u rn ­ 
ing. 189; unknow n, 113; miscel­ 
laneous, 86; Incendiary, 58; cam p­ 
fires, 54; lum bering, 
17; 
lig h t­ 
ning, 13. 
A study of these and o ther fig­ 
ures contained in the annual re­ 
port reveal some interesting in ­ 
formation. 
For instance, 
it 
re ­ 
quired 5.5 men 
to 
control 
the 
average fire. 
T he average zlaze 
was under control in th ree hours 
and 16.3 m inutes after it was dis­ 
covered. 
It 
covered 
som ething 
like 50.78 acres. 
The upper pen­ 
insula escaped w ith only 13,705 
acres burned over while th e lower 
peninsula total wa* 52,532. T here 
w ere neatly twice as m any fires 
below the straits as above, those 
originating in th e southern half 
totalling 875 while in the n o rth ­ 
ern section th e re were only 4*9.

Scientists Prove 
Onions Give Light 


Richmond, 
Va. (A*)—The 
light 
which is generated in an onion aud 
that produced by a bacteria has 
been photographed. 
This announcement was made at 
the annual meeting of the Society 
of American Bacterioliglsts here 
recently by Ralph R. Mellon. N. 
and E. Von Rashevsky of the Insti­ 
tute of Pathology, Western Penn­ 
sylvania hospital, Pittsburgh. 
The photoplay was done as a 
proof of a theory by Gurvitch thut 
growing plant tissue* emit a short 
wave length, ultra-violet light capa­ 
ble of stimulating cell 
divisions 
and growth enormously. It was be­ 
lieved that these plant rays were 
real l'ght rather 
than 
electrons, 
such as energize radio tubes, 
it 
was found that the glass which 
shuts off tile sun’* ultra-violet light 
also shuts off these rays. 
The au­ 
thors said all recorded attempts to 
photograph the light had failed. 
"Wo have circumvented the pho­ 
tographic difficulty." the author* 
reported, "by sensitizing the ordi­ 
nary photographic plate with ma­ 
chine oil." 
The plates were exposed from 
three to five days to tile rav« from 
growing onions and were reported 
as affected "very appreciably." 
Bacteria known us B. coll also 
were photographed successfully by 
the sumo method. 
"It Is not know’n yet." the report 
says, "how' universal this phenome­ 
non is among the bacteria, but our 
observations on till* point are be­ 
ing somewhat extended."

NEW LAW ANGLE 


Grant of Short Wave 
Channels to Create 
Much Competition 


Washington. Der. 
SI— A new 
field of law, if not of 
ethics 
in 
business insofar as the 
govern­ 
ment is concerned, may be open­ 
ed up in the sensational develop­ 
ments which have been brought 
by the short wave radio. 
The grant by the Radio Com­ 
mission of short wave channels to 
companies which have determined 
to compete 
with 
the 
Western 
Union and the Postal Telegraph 
means that the act of 
the 
gov­ 
ernment is .setting up 
one com­ 
petitor against another. No par­ 
allel cases exist— for 
usually 
if 
the government has 
a privilege 
to grant it asks 
for 
bids 
and 
awards the same on a 
basis 
of 
compensation. 
The 
short 
wave 
channels are being granted with­ 
out return to the government. 
No Statute Governing. 
The question now 
is whether 
the government will be bound in 
some way to protect the interests 
of the two big telegraph compan­ 
ies which will be affected bv the 
competition. 
One of the compan­ 
ies is asking for short wave chan­ 
nels too. Lawyers 
familiar 
with 
communication problems say there 
is no specific statute which 
can 
prevent 
the 
radio 
commission 
from doing what it has done but 
they are searching for a basis for 
litigation on the ground that it is 
inequitable for the government to 
be a party to the injury of a bus­ 
iness by a private concern. 
W’here such an 
injury arises 
from the 
law 
of 
the 
survi­ 
val of the fittest in open competi­ 
tion, there is now no redress un­ 
less the competition be unfair but 
the government, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, is never a party to stimu­ 
lating the competition or award­ 
ing property which will enable a 
competitor to gain an advantage 
over the other.

tem from being clarified for an 
other few years. 
M ergers Forbidden. 
In Great Britain the situation 
has been met by a merger of all 
telegraph, radio 
and 
telephone 
systems. Mergers 
of 
competing 
systems in this country are for­ 
bidden by statute. 
The 
theory 
bas been that the public was bet­ 
ter served by competition. 
The 
problem now is whether the set­ 
ting up of 
several 
competitors 
will not 
gradually 
reduce 
the 
earnings of one group of stock­ 
holders and transfer them to an­ 
other group— a redistribution of 
income from the communication 
business. 
The short wave com­ 
panies will operate only between 
major cities, leaving to the West­ 
ern Union and 
Postal 
what 
is 
termed unprofitable areas where 
the volume of business isn t large. 
Reports reaching here are that 
Western Union and Postal officials 
are not disturbed by the plans of 
the short wave companies, as they 
argue there is more to the tele­ 
graph business than simply wires 
and operators and that the distri­ 
bution machinery and personnel 
problems and service to the pub­ 
lic through accustomed channels 
have been built 
up over 
many 
years and can not be set up over 
night. 
On the other hand the question 
is being discussed here as to how 
far the short wave will cut in on 
the telegraph 
company 
incomes 
and if. when such a reduction is 
brought about, the telegraph con­ 
cerns will have redress from the 
government or the right to receive 
an equal number of 
short 
wave 
channels themselves.
